A total of 3.732 Lake county fam- 
ilies received aid from relief funds 
during the month of November, In- 
curring a total obligation of $lli>,- 
537.08 for relief purposes, according 
to the monthly report Just Issued by 
the Statistical department ot the Il- 
linois Emergency Relief CoaiTnlaHloii. 
This represents an Increoae of 4 per 
cent over the October figure, the re- 
port states. 

The average relief per family was 
129.62, and It cost a total of $7,029.23 
for administration of the relief 
funds. The total obligation for re- 
lief purposes In the county ws 14.4 
per cent over the October figure, ac- 
cording to the commission's report.
